RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT

Dear Sir: 

In response to the office action dated August 13, 2004, applicant 
provisionally elects the claims of Group III for prosecution, with the election being made 
with traverse. 

Applicant believes that the three-way restriction, while possibly in 
compliance with § 806.05(c) of the MPEP, is unnecessary and burdensome as it 
substantially increases the cost of prosecution of the application. The election of Group 



III requires the examiner to perform a search that is necessarily sufficiently 
comprehensive to cover all three groups and there is little, if any, added burden by 
maintaining all claims for simultaneous prosecution. Additionally, if the broad 
combination is subsequently found to be unallowable, the MPEP specifically states that 
the question of rejoinder must be considered. In the present application, it is believed 
that the question of rejoinder would have to be considered if claim 2 is unallowable 
without the details of the bevel adjustment detent mechanism. 

For these reasons, reconsideration of the restriction requirement is 

requested.
